In this gold-seeking agg, says the Lancet, 
the announcement that sea water contains 
a fairly uniform though amall quantity of | 
.gold is sure to attract the interest, of speo 
ators. This will be espocially whon they 
learn that thera exists in solution in sea 
water many millions of tons of gold. Such 
ould appear to be the case, according to 
Professor Liversedge, tho Profeasor of 
Chemistry in ‘Sydney University, In-a 
very remarkable and exhaustive series’ of 
experiments which he has made thore is 
considerable evidence it fayour of gold be- 
ing present in sea water off the New South 
‘Wales coast in the proportion ‘of about half 
to one grain por, ton,’ or “in round numbers 
from 130 to 240 tons of gold per cubic mile. 
This, of course, means on enormens'amount 
for the whole ofthe ocean, the cubic ton- 
tents of which aro put.down approximately 
at 400,000;000 cubic milog, and ifthe gold 
be uniformly present ‘nt the rate of one 
grain per ton, tho total smount would 
“ba, over 100,000,000,000 tons of gold.
